"The banks are required to sub- 
scribe to the federal reserve -banks an 
amount equal to 20 per cent of their 
capital, one-half of which must be 
paid at once, the other half being sub- 
ject to call. This Is to be taken oypr 
and placed under the management of 
a corporation in which the banks have 
not only a minority representation, 
but a very limited voice indeed. In 
return for the capita_l thus appropri- 
ated the banks receive a certificate, 
which cannot be sold, assigned or hy- 
pothecated, over which none of the 
usual rights of property can be exer- 
cised. The banks are obliged to make 
this subscription or be dissolved. Char-

"runted. Horse meat is clean and nutritious. No cleaner animal 
^ists than the horse. He is a pure vegetarian, and the provender 
-^ which he feeds is the most wholesome imaginable. Compared 
^ a hog or a chicken, the horse is daintiness itself. Those who 
mve eaten of horseflesh say it is pleasant to the taste, and medi- 
al experts agree that it is as wholesome as beef and nearly as 
iitritious. In Europe horse meat is a favorite article of consump- 
£O£. In all the continental cities it is sold in the market stalls 
sdsr its own name. Only an irrational prejudice prevents its 
S6 in the United States.

Apple firow/Jtg in the California Mountains 


Tuolmnne County people have turned their attention to apple- 


growing "with pronounced success, and the San Andreas Prospect 
urges the people of Calaveras County to follow the example of 
their Tuoluinne neighbors. It points out that the soil and climatic 
conditions of the two counties are identical, and that transporta- 
tion facilities favor making apple-growing a profitable industry. 


The plateaux of the Sierra Nevada, at an elevation from 2000 


to 4000 feet, are ideallv adapted to the production of the finer 
varieties of shipping apples. Forty years ago a few small 
orchards in Tuolumne county demonstrated the superiority of 
that region for growing apples. No one who has ever tasted 
spitzenbergs grown in the Comstock orchard can forget their 
rich color and exquisite flavor. Finer apples were never grown 
anywhere. The Goodwin orchard near Chinese Camp had a much 
lower elevation, but it was famous for the quality of the fruit 
produced. Formerly apples from the Goodwin orchard, hauled 
in wagons to Oakdale for shipment, could always be found in the 
old California market. They always commanded a fancy price. 


It is strange the marked success achieved by individual 


growers in the foothill belt did not encourage others to follow 
their example. The pippins, spitzenbergs and greenings grown 
in this favored region cannot be excelled anywhere. For many 
years lack of transportation facilities discouraged fruit growing 
in the foothills and the plateaux still higher up, but railroads have 
been built into Tuolumne, Calaveras, Amador, El Dorado, Placer 
and Nevada counties—all ideally adapted to the production of 
apples, pears, peaches and cherries of the finest quality. Today 
no more inviting field for the fruit grower can be found in the 
world than the tier of counties lying on the western slope of the 
Sierra Nevada. Land is cheap, the climate idyllic, the people 
hospitable and returns certain. Apples, in particular, would be 
a paying Crop, and the conditions are extremely favorably to the 
grower. Unfortunately many of the old orchards have been al- 
lowed to deteriorate and die out for want of care and cultivation, 
but old trees which have not been plowed, sprayed or pruned 
for years still remain to prove the adaptability of the region for 
apple culture. In the early days the trees mostly planted were 
seedlings of different varieties, often hybrids, but despite the 
little attention they received they throve and produced good fruit 
in profusion. 


Growing apples of selected varieties by intelligent and sys- 


tematic culture cannot fail to be remunerative. It will ennch

zens. The resolution continues: 


"We respectfully petition the members 


of Congress to consider no proposed legis- 
lation tending to curtail personal rights, 
and especially to refrain fi'om adopting a 
national 
prohibition 
measure, 
being 


warned by the increasing use of strong, 
adulterated 
and 
inferior 
liquors and 


deadly drugs, with the adoption of so- 
called prohibition statutes 
by 
several 
states." 


The alliance also adopted resolutions 


demanding a national eight-hour day, 
old-age pensions and workmen's com- 
pensation laws. 


The convention adopted a resolution 


requesting the German Government to 
participate In the Panama-Pacific Ex- 
position. The convention also urged all 
Germans in the United States to be- 
come naturalized 
as soon as possible,! 


and declared that hereafter only Ameri- i 
can citizens would be eligible to office i 
In the German-American A"!aace. 


The legislative committee recommended 
several changes In the naturalization 
laws in order to make naturalization 
easier.
